“Be it therefore resolved, 
That inasmuch as our President, 
speaking to the Congress of the 
{'nited States, and on behalf of 
the American people, has de- 
clared that our purpose in en- 
tering the war was to fight for 
the things which we have al- 
ways carried nearest our hearts 
| ~—-for democracy, for the right of 
| those who submit to authority 
to have a voice in their own 
Governments, for the rights and 
liberties of small nations, for a 
universal dominion of right by 
such a concert of free people, 
as shall bring peace and safety 
to all nations and make the 
world itself at last free. and, 
inasmuch as this principle and 
purpose was accepted by our

; associates in the war—Enegland 


included——it has now, therefore, 
become not only our clear and 
indisputable right, but our sa- 
cred and imperative duty to in- 
sist that this principle of self- 
determination Shall be epplied 
to all peoples and all nations, 
and that there snall be no ex- 
clusion of Ireland or of any oth- 
er nation which is being gov- 
erned by a foreign Power with- 
out the consent and against the 
wishes of the majority of its 
people, and that in the applica- 
tion of this principle, the voice 
of the majority of the people of 


the nation entitled to such right 
shall alone be recognized. 

Resolved further, That inas- 
much as the Irish people have by 
an overwhelming majority elect- 
ed as their parliamentary rep- 
resentatives a body constituting 
more than three-fourths of the 
entire parliamentary represen - 
tation of Ireland, and pledged to 
secure the national freedom of 
their couniry, the right of sucn 
body to voice the sentiments of 
the Irish people on al! questions 
affecting their national destiny 
must be recognized, and to that 
end, we respectfully demand of 
our representatives at the peace 
conference that they jnsist up- 
on the delegates elected by this 
body being admitted to the con- 
ference, permitted to partic'ipat> 
therein in the same manner and 
with equal powers and privi- 
leges as are enjoyed by the dulv 
accredited representatives of 
other small nations. and the:

Get Scared at Least Once. 

Hedges said & is not at all 
disgraceful for a soldier to get scared 
at least once in his career. He re- 
lated an amusing incident in which 
he had about concluded that his 
work in this life was finished.
